others say it will be a while longer before 
inflation is solved. 

Conditions in the bakery business are 
improving, according to Michael Palom- 
bo, who said sugar and shortening prices 
have dropped. Palombo and his wife Ber- 
nadette own Dolly’s Donuts and recently 
opened The Bakery, both in Alta Loma. 

Costs for all raw materials have in- 
creased, Palombo said. Sugar has 
quadrupled in price from $11.75 per 100 
pounds in January 1974 to $49.61. Flour 
and raisins doubled in price, and shorten- 
ing, cinnamon and pecans tripled, he 
noted. 

Palombo didn’t raise his product 
prices over the last five months. If 
product prices kept up with raw material 
costs, the bakery would lose business, 
Palombo explained. 


Energy conservation program 


Upland sends letter 
to President Ford

In response to Upland City Council 
action, City Manager Lee Travers has 
written a letter to President Gerald Ford 
expressing the city’s concern about 
Ford's energy conservation program 


Travers’ letter, based on a draft 
proposed by Councilman Hal Bailin, 
stressed the possible effects of Ford's 
program on the city of Upland 

According to the letter the council 
understands, the need for energy 
conservation but feels deep concern 
about the ‘extreme financial hardship” 
that would be caused by full 
implementation of the program 

Meeting increased fuel prices will 
cause ‘deprivation in other areas of 
already stretched budgets,”’ the let’pr 
noted. The program will create 
‘financial-debacle”’ for the cities which 
can be solved only by ‘‘eliminating oi 
curtailing vital services.” 

Travers said services that might have 
to be cut include street sweeping, tree 
trimming and police patrols. The city 
might not be able to expand fire 
protection as the city grows, he added 

The extent services would be cut 
depends on how the price of fuel 
escalates, Travers said 

“We've already had some crimps in 
what we thought we would be able to 
do,’ she said, adding that the city had 
had to postpone Civic Center landscaping 
and development of Citrus Park 

Councilmen George Gibson and John 
McCarthy and Councilwoman Ina 
Petokas indicated concern with prices 
but said they hesitated to advise the 
President 

Mrs. Petokas said it would be 
‘presumptuous’ for the council to 
criticize without offering an alternate 
plan 

McCarthy suggested the letter 
emphasize the program’s effects on 
Upland and said Ford and his advisors 
may not be aware of the full effect on 
cities 

In other action Monday night, the 
council 

—Postponed action until Feb. 18 on a 
proposed tract map of 64 lots between 
15th and 16th streets west of San Antonio 
Ave. The delay will allow the developer 
and an adjacent land owner ‘‘to resolve 
street improvements in an equitable 
manner 

—Authorized joint filing with San

Mrs. Petokas dissented and said, ‘‘I have 


a feeling we're getting into something 
deep...We may be required to fulfill 
other steps causing us to spend 
additional money.” 

—Authorized Travers to write a letter 
to the county board of supervisors 
indicating the council opposes a change 
from M-1l to M-2 zoning in an area 
northwest of the city. Mrs. Petokas said 
that M-2 zoning would allow heavy 
industrial development detrimental to 
that section of upland. Bailin dissented 
from the move and said the council 
should have more information about 
proposed development before taking a 
position on the issue 

—Referred to the League of California 
Cities a proposal by ‘he United States 
Postal Service to require curbside mail 
boxes in all new housing tracts. Council 
members noted that curbside boxes 
would be a safety hazard and a focal 
point for vandalism. 

—Directed the city staff to investigate 
the practicality of instituting earthquake 
insurance underwritten by the federal 
government 


The Bakery’s profit margin dropped 
from 20 per cent to 8 per cent because 
prices didn’t rise with costs. To keep 
prices down the Palombos doubled their 
working hours to 16 hours a day instead 
of hiring extra clerical or packing labor. 
They also turn on pilot lights only when 
the ovens are in use. They removed half 
the ceiling lights. 


One cost-cutting measure has actually 
improved the flavor of the donuts, 
Palombo said. He ‘‘recycles’’ stale 
donuts by soaking them in water for 24-48 
hours, adding yeast and combining with 
fresh dough. The method cuts waste and 
increases the ‘‘sour’’ flavor prized in 
“old world’’ baking, he said. 


The outlook on utility rates isn’t as op- 
timistic. The price of oil has leveled off 
and that is a good sign, according to Ran- 
dy Bond, Upland city area manager for 
Southern California Edison Co. 

Practically everything else is rising, 
he said. Edison’s rates are regulated by 
the Public Utilities Commission (PUC), 
but most of Edison’s costs aren't 
regulated. 

Cable and wire have increased 20-120 
per cent. Bond said the primary 12,000 
volt cable into a tract of homes has in- 
creased 60 per cent over 18 months. 
Everything made from copper or an oil 
base has doubled in price during the last 
year, he added. 

Labor costs have increased more 
gradually but have doubled in the last 10 
years, he said. Environmental costs also 
are a factor. Bond said more than $1 
million was spend on beautification of 
buildings and tower design at the Padua 
Substation. 

The probiem of rising costs and utility 
rates won't be solved until inflation is 
halted, Bond commented. Edison has 
taken several steps to hold rates down. 
Proposed construction has been post- 
poned. He said the company is cutting 
labor costs by not replacing retiring 
employees. Field crews have been cut to 
four people, and office staff has been 
reduced, he said. 

Edison has tried t maintain con- 
tinuous service. Bond commented that 
with fewer employees and facilities, it 
may take longer to restore electricity in 
the future. 

“There are no easy answers. It’s a 
trade-off between one thing and 
another,’’ he added. 

Appliance prices have increased, but

furniture prices have remained steady, 
according to a Montclair merchant who 
did not want to be identified. 

Some appliances cost almost $200 
more than last year, he said. Local 
merchants have more control over fur- 
niture prices and have kept them down, 
he added. 

The merchant said there has been too 
much talk about high prices. ‘‘The news 
media are to blame for much of the 
problem,” he added. He pointed out that 
major papers run lay-off stories on the 
front page and rehire stories on the in- 
side business pages. 

There’s no hope of reducing shoe 
repair prices in the near future, accor- 
ding to Taz Cochrum, owner of Burge 
Shoe Repairs, Upland. Materials and 
machinery costs have all increased. 
Leather and rubber have risen at least 40 
per cent. Even nails cost more, he noted. 

Scarcity of materials is an increasing 
problem, Cochrum said. Russia is now 
competing with U. S. tanners for South 
American leather. He said wholesale 
houses have run out of cement used to at- 
tach soles 


Rising freight costs increase the shor- 
tages because manufacturers wait for a 
full shipment before sending orders, 
Cochrum noted. He has raised repair 
prices to meet rising costs, ‘‘but not as 
much as I should.” 

‘Prices seem high to a customer, but I 
make a smaller percentage of profit than 
before,’ he said. Cochrum has as many 
customers as before inflation. Some used 
to bring in both shoes for repairs, but 
now they bring them one at a time, he 
said. 

Except for roses, costs for cut flowers 
have remained essentially the same, 
Grace Brazell said. She and her husband 
Albert own Accent House of Flowers, 
Gifts and Antiques in Cucamonga. 

Brazell remembers paying $6 for a 
dozen roses to give his foster mother 30 
years ago. A dozen roses now cost $12.50, 
but that’s not bad for 30 years, noted 
Mrs. Brazell. 

Although flowers cost more just after 
holidays, their shop maintains the same 
price throughout the year, she said. 
Fluctuating costs aren’t passed on to the 
customer unless the costs get ‘‘too out- 
rageous,”’ she added. 

Wire and containers cost almost 30 per 
cent more than two years ago, but fresh 
flowers are still a good buy, Mrs. Braxell 
said 


ew editor appointed 


Don Ham, 25, is the new editor of 
Bonita Publishing Company's six weekly 
papers including the Upland News, 
Cucamonga Times and Montclair 
Tribune. He replaces Steve Mann who 
has become copy editor at the Ontario 
Daily Report. 


Most recently Ham worked on the 
Daily Republic in Fairfield, Calif. as a 
reporter and news announcer for a cable 
television station. 

Previously, he worked for Bonita 
Publishing Co. for 1% years, much of 
that time as reporter-photographer for 
the Upland News, Cucamonga Times and 
Montclair Tribune. He graduated from 
California State Polytechnic University, 
Pomona with a bachelor of science in 
communication arts. 

Ham said the job of the weekly papers 
is to communicate important news items 
affecting the community and to inform 
readers of public services. 


Weekly papers also should present 
features of interest to local readers, he 
said. A person should be able to discover 
everything happening in the community 
by looking at the front page, he added. 


Ham’s goals for the weeklies include 
developing definite sections for 
entertainment, church news, features 
and food. After reading the front page, 
people will be able to turn to the section 
they're interested in, he said. ‘“You can 
learn more in Journalism than in any 
other field,” he said. “It regularly 
features all aspects of living — science, 
arts, sociology.” 


His future plans are to write science 
fiction as well as nonfiction. Science 
fiction topics he would like to explore 
include the effect of scientific 
advancements on the social and ethical 
lives of people. 


Another topic that interests him is how 
personalities change under different 
ethical and social systems. He plans to 
write nonfiction to consider the 
problems that will occur in the future. 
“Speculative writing helps people 
recognize and prevent problems,” he 
said. 


His wife Jeanne will attend California 
State University at Fullerton. She is a 
speech therapy major. 

Ham’s hobbies include tennis, 
basketball and handball, but his favorite 
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pastime is daydreaming. Daydreaming, 
he said, is relaxing and helps him absorb 
new ideas, ask questions and figure out 
answere he wouldn't have time for 
otherwise 


“The most important thing is to be 
aware of the things going on around me, 
inside of me and inside of others,’’ he 
said. ‘People live for the sake of living 
and should enjoy the experience as much 
as possible,’’ he added. 

To help members of the community 
know what’s going on around them, he 
offered a few suggestions on how to 
make good use of their newspapers.

Box 593, Ontario 91764 and should 
be received by Monday noon for 
Thursday publication. 

Other news releases should be sent to 
the local news offices and should arrive 
by Thursday noon the week before 
publication. For most events that is 10-14 
days before the event occurs, he noted. 


Publicity photos should be arranged 2- 
212 weeks before publication. 

If groups follow these deadlines, the 
papers will be able to cover events more 
fully, Ham said.

The proposed pump tax bill of 
$2 per acre foot for a period of 
three years is presently doing 
well in Sacramento, according 
to Don Stark, special attorney

The majority of changes 
made by the state to the bill 
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submitted by the basin water 
interests have been technical 
only, said Stark. Only one 
change presently made, he in- 
formed the water represen- 
tatives, affects the bill to any 
appreciable degree, 

State water pumping in- 
terests in the basin, primarily 
the prisons in Chino, will be ex- 
empted from the tax, 
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Stark said state represen- 
tatives’ reasoning for the ex- 
emption is that the purpose of 
the tax is to conduct studies in 
the basin for the purpose of 
developing a good water 
management plan. Since the 
state maintains it’s own legal 
and engineering staffs -which 
could help carry out the studies 
it doesn’t want to help pay for 





work it could do itself,

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Old movies playing in classrooms 


WHAT’S THIS? The movie 
“King Kong” playing in a 
college sociology class? The 
same for ‘‘The Grapes of 
Wrath.” 

“Gone With the Wind” plays 
in American history classes. 
And ‘‘Tora, Tora, Tora,” the 
film about Pearl Harbor from 
both sides, rolls from the reel in 
political science classes. 

If you find that unusual, 
consider: 

In playrooms, garages and 
basements across America 
more and more professional 
movies are being shown these 
days. Films like ‘‘The Godfa- 
ther’? and ‘‘2001: A Space 
Odyssey’? — plus some oldies 
but goodies such as ‘‘The 
Wizard of Oz.” 

The movies for private and-or 
small group but noncommercial 
showing are the 16 millimeter 
kind —smaller. film than 35 
millimeter version used in the 
movie houses. 

The prints are rented via 
arrangements between the stu- 
dios and the distributor. A 
major distributor, Films Incor- 
porated, is based in Wilmette, 
Ill., and regional offices in eight 
cities. 

In an interview, Allen Green, 
vice president, told me how the 
renting works, who likes what, 
how much it costs. 

He also said that business is 
about double what it was four 
years ago and that the 40 
companies in the field probably 
rented out films for 700,000 
private showings in 1974. 

“In this economy,” he said, 
“the boom in the film rental 
field was predictable. 

‘Historically, when the 
economy goes down, the movie 
business goes up. 

‘*‘People have less money to 
take vacations and movies 
become the entertainment.” 

With movie tickets $3 in a lot 
of places, churches, schools and 
public libraries are adding up to 
what Green called ‘‘the fastest 
growing new market for us.” 

When a group rents movies 
for showing at such places or on 
college campuses they are not 
allowed to advertise to 
outsiders. That would be 
competition with neighborhood 
movie houses. 

The rental of movies for 
home showing has gone up 50 
per cent in the last couple of 
years. 

“You don't need a babysitter 
when you have a theater party 
in your home,” Green said. 

The smaller versions of 
recent big hits such as ‘The 
Godfather" can cost from $350 
to $500 to rent. “‘A Space 
Odyssey’’ —2001'’ costs around 
$250. But lots of oldie goodies 
are available for $25 or $30. 
Films Incorporated alone has 
3,500 titles in its catalogue 

Some people show the movies 
on a sheet hung in basement or 
backyard. In the warm wea- 
ther, Green's family and 
neighbors watch their flicks on 
a sheet out back. His teen-age 
sons, he said, ‘‘are movie 
nuts.’’ Andy, 18, has seen 
‘*2001' 13 times and ‘‘claims he 
sees something new in it each 
time.” 

Some films and estimated 
rental prices, to give you an 
idea: Hunchback of Notre 
Dame, 1939, rents for $50, Guy 
Named Joe, 1943, goes for $30, 
Mutiny on the Bounty, made in 
1935, rents for $65. 

Also: Pride and Prejudice, 
1940, has a $40 rental fee; War 
and Peace, out in 1956, rents for

—When chaplains controlled 
the movies in prisons, it was 
Disney films and other childlike 
ones. 

Nowadays the recreation de- 
partment of the prison, usually 
selects movies that often 


feature action, sex and violen- 
ce. “It's a 180 degree shift,”’ 
Green said. “Someone recog- 
nizes that prisoners are human 
beings. Such films offer some 
kind of release.’ 


Green said he is putting 
together a film library on 
American history, for showing 
during the bicentennial period, 
which will peak in 1976.
